STING OF THE AGY. 


A Madagascar Plant T h a t C an D riv » 


M e n Mad W ith Pain. 
Among the many pe» uliar and dis- 
eoljeeiting plants and creature,» that 
abound in Madagascar, probably none 
is more surprising and di-v«.n.'crting 
than the agy tree, so called, which is 
not a tree, but a climbing piant. The 
following 
incident, 
quoted 
by 
Mr 
Jam es Sibree. F. H. G. s.. in “ A Nat­ 
uralist In Madagascar,” illustrates tin* 
painful result of contact with the agy. 
The story is told lr> a Mr. Montgom 
e ry : 
"Walking under some trees and push­ 
ing aside the reeds and grass, I was 
startled 
by 
a 
suddeu 
tingling 
and 
prickling sensation over the backs of 
my bauds and lingers. 
1 »»upped in 
sudden surprise, for the pain was se- 
' 
e, and I 1». d touehed notliing ex 
( »'I t the grass. But in another minute 
the pain increased, the tingling, burn 
ing sensation seemed to be extending 
rapid y up my wrists, and I could see 
nothing t*> cause it. As t low» red my 
head to look scalding pain shot into my 
ears and neck and grew worse every 
instant. Dazed and bewilder, d. I stood 
a few seconds in helplessness, f<<r I 
could neither s«*e nor guess at the cause 
of the terrible distress. 
Then I got 
back to my company with agony w rit­ 
ten plain enough on every line of my 
face. 
The men started up when they saw 
me. crying, “ You have beeu stung by 
the agy.'” Some of them led me to a 
seat, otln rs rushed for water from the 
river, and two or three brought sand 
heaped up in their hands. Then they 
chafed me w ith the sand and water to 
take out 
the stinging 
hairs, 
which 
they knew caused the mischief. 
As 
they nibbed me I felt the pain abate, 
and after they bad chafed me for 
about a quarter of an hour 1 was com­ 
paratively free from pain. 
W hile tin* 
men were rubbing me I was able to 
discern i>* some extent the cause <d’ my 
distress. Fount less hairs, like tiny ar­ 
row», almost transparent, pointed at 
either end and from a third to a fourth 
of an inch long had dropped on me in 
an invisible shower fr«*m the agy tree 
as I stood under it. 
B< fore I came 
aw ay that afternoon, very cautiously 1 
venture i to examine the tree at a little 
distance and found that the tiny hairs 
grew outside a thickish p<»d or shell 
not quite so large as a small banana. 
Tlie pads were fully ripe (unluckily for 
me) just at that time, and the light 
wind was scattering their coverings.

At the same time the premier an­ 
nounced a change in the British gen­ 
eral staff. 
Sir William Robertson, 
chief o f staff in France lias been re­ 
called to succeed Sir A. J. Murray 
as chief of the general staff, Asquith 
informed the commons. 
Murray, he 


stated, “is proceeding to an import­ 
ant command.” 
It w as tin* genera? 
belief that the deposed chief o f the 
general staff is about to leave» for 
Egypt to take charge o f British de­ 
fenses there. 
Another important 
announcement 
w a s that dealing with the withdraw­ 
al o f Brit i -h troops from the west 
coast o f Gallopoli. 
This course, he 
said, was 
advised by boili 
Lord 
Kitchener and General Monro, after 
a careful investigation o f the situa­ 


tion. 
Without giving figures as to the 
total enlistment, the premier praised 
Lord Derby’s 
recruiting campaign. 
He declared that one of its « hief re­ 
sults was to afford a “genuine ex­ 
hibition o f patriotism.’* 
lie did not 
touch directly on 
the conscription 
issue. 


Any Pretext W ould Serve to S tart a 
Conflict in Feudal Tim es. 
“Of the many privileges conferred on 
the nobles of Europe by the feudal 
system none was more jealously guard­ 
ed or more frequently exercised than 
the right of waging private war,” 
writes Dr. MacMillan in the Scottish 
Review. 
“This lawless custom was 
the cause of untold misery, barbarity, 
ruin and destitution. Upon the slight­ 
est pretext-off on indeed with no ex­ 
cuse at all—the feudal baron would 
sully forth from his stronghold in or­ 
der to carry lire and sword into the 
territories of some neighboring chief. 
** ‘This abuse/ says Cox in his “His­ 
tory of the House of Austria,“ ‘was 
carried to so great an extent that not 
only sovereigns and states engaged in 
hostilities from interest or revenge, 
but the lesser barons, and even associ­ 
ations of tradesmen and domestics, 
sent defiances to each other on the 
most ridiculous pretenses and in a 
manner scarcely credible at the pres­ 
ent day. 
“ ‘We find a declaration of war from 
a private individual, Henry Mayen- 
berg, against the emperor; another 
from the Lord Prauenstein against 
Frankfort, because a young lady of 
the city refused to dance with his un­ 
cle; another in 1450 from the baker 
and domestics of the margrave of Ba­ 
den against Eslingen, Heutlingen, and 
other imperial cities; another in 1402 
from the baker of the Count Palatine 
Louis against the cities of Augsburg, 
TTm and Both well; one in 1471 from the 
shoeblacks of the University of Leip­ 
zig against the provost and some other 
members, and one in 1477 from a cook 
of 
Eppenstein, 
with 
his scullions, 
dairymaids and dishwashers against 
Otho, count of Solms.’ 
“But this lawless and mischievous 
spirit did not expire with the abolition 
of the right of private war.”

THE PROTECTING FOREST. 


Important Part T rees Play In P reven t­ 
ing Serious Floods. 
It has been shown that forests pre­ 
vent tbe rapid melting of ice and snow 
and thus avert or modify floods in the 
spring. Mountains also play an impor­ 
tant part with regard to floods. By in­ 
tercepting drifting currents of moisture 
laden air mountains are active agents 
in precipitating rainfall, and unless |]a 
they are protected by forests the wn- 
tors pour down into the valley in de­ 
structive 
torrents. 
The 
evergreen 
trees, particularly the spruces, are es­ 
pecially useful in controlling these tor­ 
rents. Under all spruce forests there is 
a large deposit of what woodsmen call 
“duff.” This is composed of partially 
decayed trees, bark, needles, cones and 
mosses. 
This duff varies from one to six feet 
in thickness and has the power of ab­ 
sorbing and holding water like a 
sponge. During the heavy spring rains 
it becomes thoroughly saturated with 
water, which gradually oozes down the 
mountain sides into the streams in 
summer. The trees also protect the 
snowfall from the rapid action of the 
sun in spring, thus restraining floods 
from that source also. 
The protection of the fores!s there­ 
fore is the surest and safest way in 
which to prevent destructive inunda­ 
tions. They are really natural storage 
reservoirs, 
not holding back great 
masses of water in bulk, which may be 
released by the breaking of some dam 
and carry terrible destruction before 
them, but storing it in the capillaries 
of the spongy soil and yielding it gen­ 
tly and continuously during the season 
when most needed.—London Standard.

Gorgeous Spectacle of the M idnight Sun 
at Karungi. 
I was glad I stopped at Karungi, 
Sweden, for 1 saw the midnight sun— 
the almost midnight sun, to be exact, 
for although it was noonday bright all 
night the sun did make a bluff at set 
ting 
It went down at tw enty minutes 
to 12 and rose tw enty minutes after 12. 
The sun w ent down blood red, and 
the sky w as crimsoned almost to the 
zenith. 
It seemed as if all the north 
were on fire. 
The river burned in the 
glow, and the sky took on tints that 
ranged from cardinal to pink. 
Ju st as 
the whole place seemed about to burst 
into flame, the sun dropped out of 
sight, and the glaring reds began to 
mellow into softer shades, the river 
lost its glow of fire, and the sky dulled 
and dimmed until it looketl like a great 
inverted dome that had been white 
hot and w as cooling slowly. 
There were no other shades than the 
sbmles of fire—none of the usual m a­ 
roons and cerises and garnets that 
come as the afterm ath of mountain 
sunsets.

carmine. 
The air quivered redly, and the trees 
and the grass were rubescent.

this softened gradually into a glowing 
one toned mass of color.

A w n in g R em o ve rs T a k e G re a te r R is k s 
T h a n Do Stee p lejacks. 
Steeplejacks have ldfig enjoyed a rep­ 
utation for d;p1ng. but. it. is ;« question 
whether they come in the same class 
of riskers as the aw ning removers, 
who take down the “sunshades” from 
the fronts **f houses all over the city. 
These removers do not need or use the 
rope and block and fall accessories <>f 
tlie steeple men. 
Yet they climb to 
plact*s and do their work in what 
seems to be an impossible manner. 
Starting tit the street level, two or 
three aw ning removers will strip the 
entire front of a flat house and never 
go indoors. They are as agile its acro­ 
bats. They rea< h up to a window sill 
and tln*n raise themselves to the win 
•low 
ledge. 
Finishing 
the 
window 
while standing on this lodge, they s«':z-- 
the top stone of the window, pull them ­ 
selves up to it and from there reach 
again to the window ledge above so as 
to strip another window. Through the 
belt they wear runs «« line, and with 
this they lower tlie aw nings as they 
take them dov n. 
How they can do their work with so 
little to hang on to is more remarkable 
than th«* t;t-ks performed by the struc­ 
tural ironworkers. 
The ironworki r. if 
he slip-, has something at hand in the 
way of ji beam ««round which h»* Juts «« 
chance to lock his arms. The awning 
remover, when he slips, falls outward 
from the ledge and lias nothing to 
clutch.

These Terribly Destructive Agents Are 
the Outcome of Serious 
Research 
Work—Smokeless Powders and How 
They Are Produced. 


A word of caution to amateurs who 
wish to experiment with high explo­ 
sives—don’t. The manufacture of high 
explosives is now a highly specialized 
branch of chemistry and chemical en­ 
gineering, and great technical knowl­ 
edge and experience are necessary if 
one wishes to go through life whole. 
Another caution—not one of the present 
explosive compounds has been discov­ 
ered and made practical by an ama­ 
teur; they are as much a growth of 
scientific research as is the manufac­ 
ture of aniline dyes. 
The bases of the most terribly de­ 
structive explosives are very innocent 
substances themselves and of high im­ 
portance in the arts of peace. Cotton 
and glycerin are the two most impor­ 
tant raw materials used for high ex­ 
plosives; next come phenols, benzol, 
toluol, etc. Cotton is by far the most 
important, as its nitro compounds are 
the base of all smokeless powders used 
in cannon and rifles and explosive 
shells and torpedo heads. 
Smokeless powder is now the most 
important military product of guncot­ 
ton and nitroglycerin. Broadly speak­ 
ing, smokeless powder is a gelatinized 
form of guncotton or guncotton and 
nitroglycerin in varying proportions, 
with small proportions of other sub­ 
stances to modify its action or to stab­ 
ilize it. 
The general method of mak­ 
ing each of the two types is as fol­ 
lows: Gnncotton powders are made by 
dissolving a mixture of dinitro and tri­ 
nitrocellulose in a mixture of alcohol 
and ether, working the mass until a 
plastic jelly is formed and then work­ 
ing this up with its other ingredients 
and finally pressing the mass into 
threads and cylinders or cutting up 
sheets of it to make small grains. 
Smokeless powder for big guns and 
smaller rifled cannon is usually made 
in the form of perforated cylinders of 
varying sizes by forcing tbe plastic 
mass through dies. These cylinders are 
from an eighth of an inch to an inch 
in thickness and from half an inch to 
two inches long, the size and number 
of perforations varying with the size 
of the gun for which intended. 
The 
cylinders are perforated so that the 
flame from the combustion can burn 
them more evenly, thus securing uni­ 
form pressure in the gun and its maxi­ 
mum effect. 
Smokeless powders are exploded by 
direct flame, from a friction or electric 
primer, the combustion being almost 
instantaneous. 
Set afire in open air 
smokeless powders burn fiercely, but 
without explosion. 
Unless badly de­ 
teriorated 
by 
age and consequent 
formation of excess of free acids, 
smokeless powder seldom explodes bj 
concussion. 
When excessively acid it 
will explode spontaneously. 
In appearance smokeless powder re­ 
sembles yellow or amber celluloid, has 
a horny texture and can be cut with a 
knife. The powder used by the United 
{states is a guncotton powder, a small 
proportion of diphenylamine and cal­ 
cium carbide being added to stabilize 
it. The process and methods of manu­ 
facture are closely guarded secrets. 
Nitroglycerin smokeless powders have 
as a base both guncotton and nitro­ 
glycerin. 
The guncotton is dissolved 
in the nitroglycerin, a jelly-like mass 
being formed. 
This is then dissolved 
in acetone or a mixture of alcohol and 
ether, stabilizing ingredients added and 
the whole worked into a plastic mass. 
This mass is then pressed into sticks or 
perforated cylinders or granulated from 
sheets by the same process as guncot­ 
ton powder, and the finished product is 
similar in appearance. 
Nitroglycerin powders have a greater 
explosive force than nitrocellulose pow­ 
ders, but have the drawback of being 
unstable and irregular in action. 
In 
fact, all smokeless powders have these 
defects. 
The perfect smokeless pow­ 
der is yet to be invented, and mean­ 
while those who handle and store it 
must keep a constant watch for signs 
of deterioration and consequent liabil­ 
ity to spontaneous explosion. 
The most stable and effective type of 
smokeless powder is the English “cord­ 
ite,” so called because molded into 
strips or cords of varying length and 
diameter. 
The new type cordite is 
composed of approximately Go parts of 
trinitrocellulose, thirty parts of nitro­ 
glycerin and five parts of mineral jelly 
or petrolatum, acetone being used for 
making the jelly and dissolving the ni- 
trogelatin formed. 
Originally petrolatum was added to 
cordite with the idea that it would less­ 
en the erosion of the charge on the 
rifling of the gun. Later it was discov­ 
ered that the petrolatum acted as an 
almost perfect stabilizer by preventing 
oxidation mechanically. 
Cordite for­ 
merly contained a higher proportion of 
nitroglycerin, but this formula lias been 
abandoned for the later one, as the old 
powder was too subject to decomposi­ 
tion. 
Blasting gelatin is similar in compo- 
•ition to this type of smokeless pow­ 
der and is made by dissolving guncot­ 
ton in nitroglycerin, the proportions of 
each varying as to the class and uses 
of the explosive. 
In all smokeless 
powders effort is made to retain some 
of the solvent used, as this makes it 
safer to handle and more uniform in 
composition. 
Camphor and similar 
substances are sometimes added as 
stabilizers.—American Druggist.

The Contest Lasted Four Hours, and 
the Score W as 73 to 32— P la y er s W ere 
E lected by Ballot, and P o p u larity , N ot 
Skill, W as W hat Counted. 


The first intercollegiate game of base­ 
ball was played on July 1, 1S59. 
it 
has frequently been declared that the 
first match between colleges was the 
Harvard Williams game of 1864—that 
is at once right and wrong. 
It was 
the first college contest played under 
the general rules that now govern the 
game, but five years earlier, on July 1, 
18Û9, Amherst and Williams met at 
Pittsfield, Mass., in the first intercol­ 
legiate baseball game of any type 
played in the world. 
The two balls used in that game are 
banging in a room in Amherst college, 
and beside them hangs this inscrip­ 
tion: “The veritable balls used in the 
first game of intercollegiate baseball 
ever played, July 1, 1859. 
Amherst 
versus Williams, won by Amherst.” 
The contest was of the old fashioned 
“round ball” kind and required thir­ 
teen men on a side. 
The teams were 
not selected because of any particular 
skill or training, but “were chosen by 
ballot from the students at large.” 
It 
took about three weeks to settle the 
negotiations for the match, and doubt­ 
less the arguments would have con­ 
tinued as many months had not the 
Pittsfield 
Baseball 
club offered 
its 
grounds and thus quieted suspicions 
as to neutral territory. 
There was 
considerable dispute a s to the size and (*qî r ;st jias done iu-t 
kind of ball to use. but this was ended 
by allowing each side to use its own 
ball exclusively. 
Those two balls brought to the game 
were the wonder of the crowd. Th *t of 
Amherst weighed two and one-half 
ounces and was about eight inches in 
circumference, while that of Williams 
weighed two ounces and was seven 
inches round. Some Williams wiseacres io 
H 
had suggested a light colored covering 
so a s to “make it seen with difficulty 
by the batters.” and this peculiarity 
filled the “fans” with admiration. 
The “fans” at that first college game 
were indeed plentiful. All the faculty 
and every student at Williams were 
there, and the whole village of W il 
liamstowu emptied itself into the ball 
grounds 
at 
Pittsfield. 
There 
were, 
moreover, several "female seminaries" 
within easy riding distance, and their 
interested students were [»resent to put 
the boys on their mettle. The Amherst 
team felt a little lonely, as only seven­ 
teen students, ail players, were in their 
company, and not a single neighbor or 
member of the faculty came to cheer 
them up. 
It was indeed doubtful whether the 
game could ever be finished, for some 
, 
enemy of law and order started the re 
port that “the Amherst thrower was a 
professional blacksmith who had been 
hired for the occasion.” Thus the sus­ 
picion of professionalism entered col 
lege athletics at the very beginning 
However, the contest started at 11 
o'clock, lasted twenty-six rounds, or in 
nings, and closed after four hours of 
continuous playing. The score was 79 
to 92. 
As the man at bat had the right t<> 
knock the ball in any direction what 
ever, there were many “side strikes.” 
“back 
knocks" 
and 
“ticked” 
(foul) 
balls. 
Considering the fact that the 
man behind the bat had no glove, mask 
or protection of any sort, it was re 
markable that the Amherst catcher “al­ 
lowed no balls to pass that were with 
in his reach and missed only one ticked 
ball in the course of the entire game.”

“By ■washing soiled paper money we 
save the government $300 every day,” 
said Miss Annie E. Thomas, in charge 
of the “laundry” of the redemption di­ 
vision of the United States treasury in 
Washington. 
“Soiled money,” she went on, “comes 
to us daily from banks all over the 
United States to be redeemed. 
For­ 
merly all of this money was destroyed 
and new was issued in its place. Now 
we take the least soiled and worn bills 
and put them through the laundry to 
be washed and ironed. These are al-1 
most as good as new and are redistrlb-1 
uteo with the notes which come from j 
the bureau of engraving and printing. 
“We launder about 35,000 bills daily 1 
and call this a good day’s washing. It < 
costs 30 cents to wash 100 dirty notes j 
and $1.30 to print the same number.

accept any other, while many banks ^ 
request the washed hills, saying that 
they are softer tliaa the others and are 
easier to handle. 
“We have received this testimonial 
especially from men who have long 
payrolls and must handle thousands of 
dollars to fill many pay envelopes. 
These men tell us that the washed hills 
do n<»t stick together as do the others 
and can be more readily counted out. 
“The washing machines occupy a flooi 
spa< e of about four square yards and 
are combination washers and irouers. 
Two girls work at a machine, which is 
operated by electricity. One feeds the 
soiled money to the washer, and the 
other catches the clean money as it 
leaves the ironer. 
“'fhc bills are laid on a moving belt £ r 
of wet blanket, which carries them on 
to meet another moving blanket from jyT 
above. 
Thus secured between these 
two blankets they pass over and around 
a number of rollers in a tank of soapy 
suds, which cleanses and sterilizes 
them. Then they pass through rinsing 
water and on to heated rollers, which 
dry and iron them. 
“They drop out at the end of the 
course into the hands of a girl, who 
scrutinizes 
each 
bill 
to 
determine 
whether it is tit to be sent out into cir­ 
culation. As she assorts the hills she 
stacks those which she considers per­ 
fect into piles ready for the expert 
counters. When the counts arc verified 
the laundered bills are made Into pack- j 2? 
ages containing 4,000 of one denomina­ 
tion and kind and sealed for redistribu­ 
tion among the banks. 
“By this practice of redeeming mon­ 
ey by washing it,” said Miss Thomas, 
“we also have an extra means K check­ 
ing up on the counterfeiters. Our ex­ 
pert counters spot counterfeits as soon 
as they are sent in with the govern­ 
ment money from the banks. They 
pass these bills along to the se< ret 
service detectives, who trace ♦hem to 
their makers. 
“A counterfeit hasn’t a chance to es­ 
cape us. 
From the time t lie bank’s 
packages are oianted by the counters 
to be verified to the time th# money 
leaves this division finally it is watch­ 
ed by expert eyes. When the washable 
money is separated from the rest and 
is turned over to me to put through the 
laundry I give it to the operators. 
They look at it carefully at the time it 
enters the washing machine and when 
it comes out. After tins my counters 
go over it. By this tirue you nay be 
sure any counterfeit is discovered. 
“It is a remarkable sight to watch 
the sixty expert counters, who average 
20.000 notes daily, run lightly tlirough j 
a bunch of bills and stop short sudden­ 
ly when they come to a counterfeit in 
their hands. They identify these notes, 
almost perfect as they often are, by the 
‘feel’ of the paper. Under their trained 
vigilance counterfeits seldom get as 
far as the laundry.”—New York Sun.

not a tree, but a climbing plant The 
following incident, quoted by Sir. 
James" Sibree, F. R. G. S., in "A Nat- 
uralist'In Madagascar," illustrates the 
painful result of contact with the agy. 
The story is told by a Mr. Montgom- 
ery: 


Walking under some trees and push- 


ing aside the reeds and grass, I was 
startled by a sudden tingling and 
pricUling sensation, over the backs of 
my hands and fingers. I stopped" in 
sudden surprise, for the pain was se- 
vere, and-I bad touched nothing ex- 
cept the grass. But in another minute 
the pain increased, the tingling, burn- 
ing sensation seemed to be extending 
rapidly up my wrists, and I could see' 
nothing to cause it As I lowered my 
ifead to look'scalding pain shot into my 
ears and neck arid- grew worse every 
instant Dazed and bewildered, I stood 
a few seconds in helplessness, for I 
could neither see nor guess at the cause 
of the terrible distress'. Then I got 
back to njy company with agony writ- 
ten plain 'enough on every line of my 
face.

torrents. The evergreen 


trees, particularly the spruces, are es- 
pecially useful in controlling these tor- 
rents. Under all spruce forests there is 
a large deposit of what woodsmen call 
"duff." This is composed of partially 
decayed trees, bark, needles, cones and 
mosses. 


This duff varies from one to sii feet 


in thickness and has the power of ab- 
sorbing and holding -water like a 
sponge. During the heavy spring rains ( 
it becomes thoroughly saturated with 
water, which gradually oozes down the 
mountain' sides into the streams in 
summer. The trees also protect the 
snowfall from the rapid action of the 
sun In spring, thus restraining floods 
from that source also. 


The protection of the forests there- 


fore is the surest and safest way in 
which to prevent destructive inunda- 
tions. They are really natural storage 
reservoirs, not holding back great 
masses of water in bulk, which may be 
released by the breaking of some dam 
and carry terrible destruction before 
them, but storing it in the capillaries 
of the spongy soU and yielding it gen- 
tly and continuously during the season 
when most needed.—London Standard.

DARING WORKMEN. 


Awning Removers Take Greater Risks 


• Than Do Steeplejacks. 


Steeplejacks have long enjoyed a rep- 


utation for daring.-but it is a question 
whether they ..come in the same class 
of riskers as the awning removers, 
who. take down the "sunshades" .from 
the fronts of houses all over the city. 
These removers do not need or use the I 
rope and block and fall accessories of 
the steeple men. Set they climb to 
places and do their work in what 
seems tp be an impossible manner. 


Starting at the street level, two or 


three awning removers will strip the 
entire front of a flat house and never 
go indoors. They are as agile as aero- 
•bats. They reach up to a window sill 
and then raise themselves to the win- 
dow ledge. Finishing the window 
While standing on tbis ledge, they seize 
the top stone, ot the window, pull them: 
selves iipofo ft' and 'from' there reach 
again to the window ledge above so as 
to strip another window. Through the 
belt they wear runs a line, and with 
this they lower the awnings as they 
take them down. 
" How they can do their work with so 
little to hang on to is more remarkable 
than the tasks performed by the struc- 
tural ironworkers. The ironworker, if 
he slips, has something at hand in the 
way of a beam around whicb be has a 
Chance to lock his arms. The awning 
remover, when he slips, falls outward 
from the ledge and has nothing to 
clutch. Three awning removers on one 
occasion stripped a seven story flat of 
seventyrflve windows in the Bronx iu 
the remarkable time of three hours, all 
from the outside.—New 1'ork Sun.

The first Intercollegiate game of base- 
ball was played on July 1, 1859. It 
has frequently been declared that the 
first match between colleges was the 
HarvardVWUllams game of 1864—that 
Is -at once light and wrong. It was 
the first college contest played under 
the general rules that now govern the 
game, but fjve years .earlier, on July 1, 
1859, 'Amlierst and Williams met at 
Pittsfield, Mass., In the first intercol- 
legiate "baseball game of any type 
played in the world. 


The two-balls used in that game are 


hanging In a room in Amherst college, 
and beside them.nangs this Inscrip- 
tion: "The veritable balls used in the 
first same of Intercollegiate baseball 
ever played, July 1, 1839.

However, the contest started at 11 
o'clock, lasted twenty-six rounds, or in- 
nings, and closed after four hours of 
continuous playing. -The score was 73 
to 32. 
As the man at bat had the right to 


knock the* ball in any direction what- 
ever, tiere'were many "side strikes,*' 
"back•'/ knocks'.' and "ticked" <foul) 
balls. Considering the fact that the 
man behind the bat had no glove, mask 
or protection of any sort, it was re- 
markable'that the Amherst catcher "al- 
lowed no balls-to pass that were with- 
in his jeacn'and.mlssed only one ticked 
•ball in the course of-the entire game." 


Strange to say, there was almost 


complete^ silencj? on the part of the 
players themselves, and no decision 
was complained of openly. 


Some of the boys in that first inter 


collegiate game became famous men. 
but not as ball players. The captain of 
the Amherst team became president of 
•Tougaloo university; Henry Hyde gain- 
ed fame as a Boston lawyer; Marshall 
Cushman was for years a leading offi- 
cial in the United States patent pftice. 
while the umpire, L. E. Smith, became 
a successful lawyer. Evidently the 
spirit of '59 that made those players so 
persevering on that hot day in July 
made them still more earnest in the 
real battle of life that came in future 
years.—Youth's Companion.

Thomas Sully, who was born in 1783. 
One. of the first celebrated American 
historical'p'aintings, "Washington Cross- 
ing the Delaware," was the product of 
his genius. Sully established himself 
m .Richmond ap a portrait painter in 
1803,:. but soon removed to New York 
and in 1810 to Philadelphia, which city 
was afterward his home. 


In. addition to "Washington Crossing 


the- Delaware," his famous historical 
paintings include "The Capture of Ma- 
jor. Andre" and "Miranda.'.' As a por- 
trait painter his. most notable subjects 
were - Thomas Jefferson, ;Eafar,e$,e, 
James Madison, John Marshall, fjanny 
Kemble and Queen Victoria. He vis- 
ited England to paint the girl queen 
la;-her coronation robes. Sully- lived 
to ran-advanced age, dying in Philadel- 
phia in 1872.
